NEW SECTION.  Section 1.  Fund transfer. The amount of $752,513 is transferred from the general12

fund to the guarantee account in the state special revenue fund to the credit of the office of public instruction for13

guaranteed tax base aid.  The office of public instruction shall use the money in the account to reimburse school14

districts that mistakenly reappropriated all of their general fund balance in the budget for the school fiscal year15

beginning July 1, 2000, rather than placing that amount in the district's operating reserve.16
